A Moon for the Misbegotten-Bijou 5/2. 3 pro-News, Post, 
Journal American--and 4 con- Times, Herald Tribune, Mirror, 
and World Telegram & Sun. filed on Eugene O'Neill's last play, 
presented by Capalbo-Chase as second production in Bijou series, 
All cheered fine portrayals by Wendy Hiller, Franchot Tone and 
Cyril Cusack, but difference of opinion developed on merits of 
script. Chapman, News, and McClain, Journal American, rated 
it as a beautiful play equal to O'Neill at his best. Watts, Post, 
thought that inspite of incidental weaknesses, it is a moving, 
beautiful and shattering play admirably enacted, Con majority 
headed by Atkinson, Times, who marked play off as a tired, un- 
eventful work given a beautiful production. Kerr, Herald Trib- 
une, found the third act in the four act opus superb, but feared 
the rest of the play did not actually exist on stage. He blamed 
director Capalbo for not finding rhythms, lights and shades 
which might have given weight and life to opening. Gilbert, 
Mirror, panned casting of all parts except Cusack and play it- 
self for being uneven. Donnelly, WT&S,discovered nothing in 
play that calls for epic treatment, Something small, with gen- 
uine quality, has been inflated and ormented into something that 
is bulkily pretentious, he concluded, Journal American opening 
night Vox Pop listed 3 pros and 2 cons in first night audience. 


Livin' The Life- Phoenix- 4/27. 6 cons filed against new 
musical based on Mark Twain's Mississippi River stories with 
book by Dale Wasserman and Bruce Geller, music by Jack Ur- 
bont.

Too 
often drifts close to mediocrity, notes Watts, Post. McClain, Jour- 
nal American, couldn't believe any of the characters. Most en- 
joyed "Nightmare Ballet" and little more. 


Run, Thief, Run-Chanin- 5/1.4 cons and 2 mild pros listed 
for James Davis melodrama which closed after two performances, 
Two mild pros filed by Donnelley, WT & S, who billed it as ten 
times better than recent off-Broadway play Wayside, and by 
McClain, Journal American, who thought it written with taste and 
intelligence, capably acted. More action and less talk may have 
saved it, summed Gelb, Times. Not really a play, but some well- 
written lines, reported Kerr, Herald Tribune. A good beginning 
and the author was stuck with it, panned Chapman, News. Nota 
fiasco;but misses atmosphere of suspense needed, notes Watts, 
Post. Play was presented by group of backers from NY News, 
author is reporter on News, Len Doyle, Jerome Cardino and Pat 
Crawford comprised cast, directed by Carlo de Angelo, 


Career- 7th Av S- 4/30. 3 pro votes- Times, Post, World- 
Telegram & Sun-recorded for James Lee's new play on the prob- 
lems of actors presented by Preston-Olsen, Charles Olsen direct- 
ing cast headed by Charles Aidman. Acting in arena style prod- 
uction credited as most rewarding feature by critics who thought 
script could be improved, The acting is so admirable that the
